SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes. The video recording comprises 17 separate components and 
primarily depicts nudity and friendly sexual activity between men and women in an 
implied manner, for the purpose of adult viewer sexual arousal. One component 
presents a teenage girl in a sexualised manner for the same apparent purpose. 
Excision of this component was recommended, however no response was received 
from the owner of the video recording. The publication is therefore deemed 
objectionable. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office and the resulting limit on the availability 
of this publication are prescribed by law. This classification represents the minimum 
interference with the freedom of expression affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 that is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
